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INTRODUCTION 


The following bibllography Is designed to give the student and collector of U.S. Federal colnage a source of 
Information for all of the Important |Iterature that Is related to such coinage. it does not cover books on 
coins or colin collecting In general, books on numismatic history, books on Investing, etc. Rather, It 
concentrates on books that collectors of specific series of U.S. Federal coinage would need In order to become 
fully-Informed students and collectors. By way of Introduction, however, the bibliography does provide 
Information on numismatic perlodicals that often contain worthwhile articles on certain series, as well as 
some standard books on pricing and grading that should be In every collector's |Ibrary. 


Weekly Perlodicals 


The two weeklies IIsted below, while dealing primarily In "hard news" related to numismatics, often have good 
feature articles on specific series of colns.

- "A" Identifies books welghing over two pounds; 

- "B" Identifies books welghing between one pound and two pounds; 

- "C" Identifies books welghing less than one pound.
